Fort Worth, Tex., Jan. 22 Y/P>— 
Six B-36 bombers—able to lug more 
bombs than any other war plane 
—thundered more than 5,000 miles 
non-stop through high head winds 
to return from England. 
The air giants ended a 4raining 
mission of more than 10,000 miles 
here yesterday, hampered only by

Notes On Annual Flowers 
On the brightly colored pages of 
seed catalogues already arriving as 
a welcoming committee to greet an­ 
other .spring is a wealth of useful 
advice 
and 
information 
to 
help 
growers and beginners select and 
start a fine array of annual flowers. 
For example, most seed firms divide 
annuals into four main groups or 
classes. Some designate these I. 2, 3. 
and 4; others use the letters A, B, 
C. and D to denote the groupings. 
If 
the 
practical significances 
of 
these classifications are studied, an 
important key to success is at once 
acquired. 
One group consists of 
flowers 
(annuals* 
whose seed 
should 
be 
sown where the plants are to grow, 
sowing preferably after frost dan­ 
gers are past and the soil is warm 
These usually include plants which 
are tender and which do not lend 
themselves easily to transplanting. 
In many instances those in the 
first group permit handling through 
the same methods as the second 
group Here with these seed can b** 
sown 
in window 
boxes, hotbeds 
cold frames or in individual pots or 
other containers and started under 
glass or indoors about six or seven 
weeks before the last freezing or 
otherwise detrimental weather visi­ 
tation* After seedlings develop two 
or more true leaves they are moved 
to individual pot* or bands and kepi 
thriving in a co Id frame until lime 
to move them to their growing sites 
Then the transfer is made without 
unduly 
disturbing 
the 
roots. 
At 
least three to six weeks in starting 
time is gained over the first de­ 
scribed method. 
The third group permits treat­ 
ment like those of the first but may 
be seeded later, even until midsum­ 
mer. to provide a succession of 
blooms until fall frosts come. 
The last group are the hard*, 
numbers of the annual family. Seed 
may be sown as soon as soil and 
weather conditions permit in early 
spring. Few of these can be trans­ 
planted by ordinary methods, hence 
seed should be sown where the 
plants ale to grow. Sweet peas are 
a prominent example of this group. 
Snapdragons is another, although 
this plant is biennial in habits. 
Sweet William is another. 
Whatever the designation, offer­ 
ings in the annuals which seed cata­ 
logues present should be studied 
with care. Of course, when readers 
are in doubt about how to start a 
particular 
annual 
or 
perennial 
flower they may write the editor for 
needed advice. Do not merely ask. 
"Please 
tell 
me 
how 
to 
"row 


flower*." To comply with this re­ 
quest should require at least several 
I rooms full of books The subject is 
too big for that scope of request. 
One 
of 
the 
popular 
annuals 
which may be started this early is 
the petunia. Seed should be m n in 
i window boxes or hotbeds and plant* 
later moved to individual pots or 
bands in a sunny coldframe. Even 
if a few are in early bloom stage, 
I they may later be transferred easily 
to porch boxes or outdoor beds. Both 
annual and perennial phlox plants 
may be started in a similar manner 
within the next week or two. 
If an accenting blue is needed 
I from among annuals, sow some 
ageratum seed within the next two 
j or three weeks and handle plants in 
the same manner as here advised 
for petunias and phlox. 


LO C A TE 
S H A D E 
TREES WITH CARE 


Home gardeners working on plans 
for planting the new property this 
spring naturally are giving first con­ 
sideration to the selection and loca­ 
tion of shade trees, say 
Henry B 
Aul in the New York Herald-Trib- 
une. They are an extremely Impor­ 
tant element in the home grounds 
and since it takes a lon^ t.me for 
trees t: grow to the size where they 
fill their rightful place in the de­ 
sign, it is necessary to include them 
in the fir.-t planting. 
Small and average-sized properties 
do not need many tall-growing trees. 
One, two or at moat three tree* are 
required to create comfortable shade 
and a netting for the house. 
Frequently one tree can be placed 
where it will shade the garden ter­ 
rier or house and also form a back 
dr p for the house. If there is space 
in front of the house, a second tree 
may be planted off to one side to 
form a partial foreground frame for 
the .structure. A third tree of the 
smaller 
growing, 
flowering 
type, 
placed out from the opposite corner 
will strengthen the planting in that 
area and complete a three-point ser­ 
ing for the building. 
Of course, other plants are needed 
to complete the house setting. The 
trees furnish the bold, tall-growing 
and spreading shapes that form a 
frame and background for a struc­ 
ture.
